Your Mexican border service wedal is genuine 
Both this and the one for the Spanish War for thae 
did not leave the country were made on thinner planchets. 
In both instances these were given to volunteers and 
National Guardsmen ond not for the regulsr army, and 
probably different contracts were drawn up than for the 
regular campaign badges. I think the plain spaces below 
the eagle was for the recipient to have his name en- 
eraved. As for publishing and bringing up to date Belden’s 
monograph, we have given this more or less consideration 
but have never had the time to do it. We tricd to interest 
Mre Gillingham but he was more for foreign decorations. I 
myself have never found time to do it. Also, for several 
years there have been two or three new medals in proppect 
that have up to date failed to materialize. There is a | 
woeful lack of up-to-the-minute material on United States 
medals and it should be remedied. This is about all I can 
say to you at the present morent.

Quite sometime ago I purchased the Prussian non- a 
combattants eee medal for the War of 1870, accompanied af 
by the certificate of award. This medal was suspended ae 


from a ribbon as indicated by Noe 1, and described by Cahn wy 
as “red center, with stripes of black, white, black on either 
side." He also stated this to be the proper ribbon to be 

worn with this medal. 


Subsequently I had occasion to procure an additional 
ribbon for another Prussian War of 1870 (non-combattants ) 
medal I had, which I ordered through the firm of J. Godet and 
Sohns, Berlin, who sent me a length of ribbon as the sample 
shown in Noe 2. (I understand Godet & Sohn are thoroughly 
reliable and occupy a position comparable to our own Bailey, 
Banks & Biddle rompeneoe 


What I should like to know is which is the correct 
ribbon? Elvin illustrates No. 2 as correct for this medal 
(Paate XXXI) but I question his authority relative to Prussian 
medals « Dr. Payne (P_. 346),on the other hand, describes 
the ribbon as "with a réd stripe down the center, and black 
and white stripes on either side, with narrow black edges."

I do not blame you for being mixed up concerning 
the ribbons on the 1870 medal. There were two given out, 
bronze for combatants and steel for non-combatants. The 
ribbon with red center, then black, then white, is for 
the bronze medal - the one you list as #1 and which came 
with your steel medal, 


Your ribbon #2 with red center, bordered by white and 
then bkcek, is for the non-combatant medal.
